"The Federal Water Pollu- 
tion Control Act of 1950, for 
the first, time permitted the 
Federal Government to join 
with local governments In 
financing sewage treatment 
facilities. Legislation now 
permits tho Federal govern- 
ment to contribute 30% (50% 
In depressed areas) of the 
costs of a project of $000,000 
whichever' is less. Cities or 
Counties which combine to 
built a joint project may ob- 
tain a Federal Grant up to 
$2,400,000. During the past 
5 years of tho Federal Pro- 
gram grants of 225 million 
dollars were made to help 
build 1.3 billion worth of 
plant construction and mod- 
ernization." 

"Construction grants are

They are do- 
ing something NOW. 

"Federal scientists are 
studying, ways to renovate 
waste water (take wastes out 
of water), transforming It in- 
to puro clean water again. 
Five separate laboratories are 
being built and four more are 
planned to meet regional and 
special water quality prob- 
lems." 

"Federal projects In seven 
major rlvcrbaslns are work- 
ing to preserve water qual- 
ity there, not only for tho 
present but for the years to 
come." 

' The State Sanitary Water 
Board Issued a report as of 
April 10, showing actions 
taken against villages, indus- 
tries. They listed at least 30. 
Some of the cases were re- 
solved In heavy fines for the 
offenders. This action was 
taken NOW by the state. Who 
needs petty conservancy dis- 
trict politicians if you have a 
group of Interested citizens? 
The Rivers Conservancy 
District Act was written in 
1929 when we did not have 
the State Water Resources 
and Flood Control Board 
(1945); Public Water District 
(1049); Water Service Dis- 
tricts (1951); Water Authori- 
ties Act (1951); Surface Wat- 
er Protection Districts (1953); 
Drainage and Flood Control 
Act (1959); State Sanitary 
Water Board Act, (1951); and 
many other agencies now in 
existence. The. . Rivet. . Con- 
servancy District Act was a 
catch all and is now obsolete. 
There are some facts and 
fiction (promises by the pro- 
ponents: 

They promise chemical 
treatment -of the Chain O' 
Lakes waters. Fact: Cost of 
treatment for one year alone 
would he the equivalent of 
five years of taxes. 

They promise engineering, 
fact finding, studies and re- 
search. Fact: These same 
services are how being fur- 
nished by Fix agencies at the 
State and county level, plus 
the Federal Government, 
many universities and private 
industries. Millions aro be- 
ing spent on research. Why 
duplicate this work? 

They promise ' Mechanical 
removal of algae. Fact: Qual- 
ified engineers admit this is 
not feasible because of the 
large area involved (0,700 
acres), and the nature of the 
problem. 

They promise a laboratory 
and technicians. Fact: Ex- 
tensive research is already 
being performed at what is 
doubtless a higher level than 
the Conservancy District 
could afford. Why spend 
your tax money for a second 
lab? 

Thny promise a full-time 
engineer, five sanitarians, 
one or more inspectors, pa- 
trol boats — and, of course, a 
"Con" district manager. Fact: 
Salaries of personnel, cost of 
modern equipment and mis- 
cellaneous administrative, ex- 
penses would consume the 
Initial tax bite. The joker

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Springfield, 111., May 11—- 
Illinois drivers In tho 20 
through 24 year age bracket 
have ; a disproportionately 
higher percentage of acci- 
dents than any other age 
group, Secretary of Stale 
William II. Chamberlain said 
today. . 

Mr, Chamberlain released 
statistics based on the 1903 
summary of motor vehicle 
accident 1 , published by the 
Department of Public Works 
and Buildings and on data in 
the files of tho Drivers Li- 
cense Division of the Secre- 
tary of State's office. 

The 20 through 24 year 
group represents 10.97 per 
cent of Illinois drivers, but 
Is involved in 14.07 per cent 
of all accidents; or 4 per cent 
more than its driver repre- 
sentation, Secretary Cham- 
berlain said. They repre- 
sent 2.24. per. cent of. drivers, 
but have only 1.11 per cent 
of all accidents, 1.73 per cent 
of fatal accidents and 1.25 
per cent of accidents result- 
ing In Injury. 

The second highest group 
for all accidents Includes 
drivers from 25 through 34 
years of age, who represent 
20.50 per cent of drivers and 
are involved in 23.22 per cent 
of accidents, a difference of 
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2.72 per cent, Secretary 
Chamber lain said. This 
group, however, shows .39 
per cent less .involvement In 
fatal accl'.ients. For accidents 
resulting in injury, it shows 
2.20 per Cent more involve- 
ment. 

Beginning at age 35, driv- 
ers show less involvement in 
accidents of alt types than 
their* driver representation, 
With only one exception. 
Drivers over 75 years of age 
represent t.3l per cent of 
drivers and are involved in 
2.05 per cent of ratal acci- 
dents.

Realtor, which is a service 
mark (similar to a trademark) 
registered In the U. S. Patent 
Office, he added.

Estate Boards was 
founded in 1008 In Minne- 
apolis and now maintains of- 
fices in Chicago and Wash- 
ington, D. C. Realtors are 
kept up-to-date on changes in 
real estate law, mortgage 
rates, buying trends, attd 
other business factors 
through publications of tho 
Association's professional 
staff, which maintains close 
contact with developments 
throughout the country.
